In this last case it was found impossible to carry- 
out the mtentions of the Testatrix in their original form, and we applied to- 
tho Court of Chanepry for the purpose of having the fund partly allocated to 
an existing nistitution of a kindred nature, which has been done. A sum of 
.14,407^ 55. i)«. now' 3 per cent, stock, which had been accumulating for many 
years in the Court of Ciiancery, was transferred to us by an order of that 
Court, and is now standing in our names for the purposes of this Charity. 



. important Cinarities in the tpwn of Belfast we have enabled the Trustees to 

grant buildmg leases w'hich have largely increased the Charity property. 

17. that certain leases of a property in the subm-bs of the town of Portar- 

hiigton, hchl liy us for charitable purposes under the will of Miss Cordelia Carey, were 
tettorod by covenants prohibiting us from setting or assigning to persons professing the 
Koniau Cathohe religion, "we^ placed ourselves in communication with the Sight 
llonorablo the Jtarl of l-'ortarlington, and requested him, as head landlord, to execute 
a deed lelcasing those covenants. His lordship promptly complied with our request, 
and w’o have .since been enabled to grant leases in perpetuity to solvent Roman Catholic 
tenants with much advantage to the Charity, 



18. Under the useful provision contained in the Act of lastSession, enabling us to proceed 
by suininary petition for tlie recovciy of small sums, we have compelled the payment 
of the arreans of a .small annuity payable to a Widows’ Alms House in the city of Dublin. 
We have also, by threats of proceedings, compelled the payment of a number of other 
Bequests. Wo are always reluctant to resort to expensive litigation, and before doing 
so try every other means within our power. Hence in by far the largest number of 
^ses we find that by correspondence or personal explanations wdth our Secretaries, 
Executors or other persons liable for the payment of Chaiitable Bequests, either discharge 
the amounts without delay, or make satisfactory arrangements for payment within a 
reasonable time, and without any expense being incurred. 



19. With, a view of discouraging private persons from unnecessarily resorting to 
expensive proceedings in Charity matters, there is a provision in the " Charitable 
Donations and Bequests (Ireland) Act, 1867,” which requires notice in writing to be 
transmitted to us before any suit or other proceeding in Charity mattera shall be com- 
menced. In one case where no such notice had been forwarded, and in which we 
considered that expense had been unnecessarily incurred, we felt it our duty to bring 
the matter under the notice of the Court of Chancery, and the result was that the 
petition which had been filed was set aside with costs. 



20. The 5th section of the “ Chaidtable Donations and Bequests Act (Ireland), 1867,” 
enables us at our discretion to certify to your Majesty’s Attorney-General cases which 
from their peculiar character we consider ought more properly to be proceeded with by 
him ex oj^cio. In two cases we have forwarded certificates to the Attorney-General. 

21. According as the provisions enabling Trustees of Charity funds to place them 
under our custody become more generally known, more applications are made to secure 
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6 EEPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS. &c. 

transferred to us in this way since the passiug of the 
Act of 1 867 , will be found m the 7 th. Schedule to this Beport. Another provision in the 
Act ot l^t Session, has enabled us to apply to any Court in which any fund, stock or 
moneys intended for charitable purposes, or impressed with a cliaritable trust, is lyino- 
unapphed, for an order that the fund should be transferred to us. We have availed 
ourselves of tins provision in three cases. In each of these the fund was Ws- 
terred to us, and we are taking steps to have it administered in accordance with the 
wishes of the donors. 

22. We annex to our Eeport, in Schedule No. 2, a copy of the Abstract of our 
Accosts in the several charities under our administration, from 1st Jaiiuai-y 1871 to 
31st December 1 m^^^ the details of which with their vouchers haring boon lodged as 
usual with the Master m Chancery for exannnation and audit, have been exauiiued and 
passed, and a declared cmy lodged in the Privy Council Office, in accordaiico with the 
provisions of the Act of Parliament. 

23. The total amount of the trust foods which wore under our care and control in 

cash, md vested in Government and other securities on the .31st December last, is set 
obWta“ f*® 5th Schedules, the particulars of which, together with the 

objects of each trust fund, will be found in Schedule No. 6. 

24 The annual amount of rents and annuities under our guardiansliip at tho same 
pai-tioular amount of each, with the name of tho Tcriator or Donor 
by whoni created, the source from whence each is derived, and tho object of each trust 
m given m Schedule No. 8 ; and m Schedule No. 9 mil bo found a lleturn of Oliaritv
